Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. Conditions 
and Changes. Outlook. 


Hurrah! and another, Hurrah! for the rising market; all the 
staples, corn, peas, tomatoes and peaches, are on the boom, and 
the packer walks with head held high, and doesn’t even ‘‘duck’’ 
a dust cloud. 


What a difference confidence makes in us ail. We writers, 
and gatherers of market and crop reports can advise, beseech 
and bedamn, but until the Buyer and Seller see the price mark 
increasing, not a bit of credit do they put in the reports. Per- 
haps its as it should be, for verily if one warning was enough, 
there would be little use for us. 


Tomato is King, long live the king, the republicans of Por- 
tugal notwithstanding. Enough of this exhuberance of spirits; 
we will get down to ‘‘brass tacks.’’ 


California is, we believe, the only section of the country 
that has had anything like an average pack of tomatoes. The 
principal tomato packing sections are short, and the pack is 
over. The output will be much decreased over what it might 
have been, even with the short crops, owing to the fact that a 
higher quality and better fill was generally made this season, 
and as skin pulp is tabooed, the use of whole tomatoes in the 
making of pulp has very materially effected the pack of the 
canned tomato. This is asit should be, and the benefit of a 
good standard can of tomatoes will be shown by the increased 
demand from the consumers. 

Every day shows a rise in price, and 77%c. for Maryland 
standard No. 3s is the lowest quotation, and canners state that 
they won’t accept less than 80c. Ninety cents doesn’t look so 
far off now, as it did a couple of weeks ago. Canners, remember 
that it don’t pay to try to get it all; let the buyer have a little 
benefit of the rising market, in other words sell when you have 


a fair profit. 


Corn is now known to be short in pack and in quality, 
owing to the drought. Maine style is short in this section, and 


77%c. is rock bottom for good standard. Shoe Peg, 67%c. 
Grocers report that this season Shoe Peg variety grew much 


SS 
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better than Evergreen, whick accounts for the shortage on 
Maine style. 

Peas.—The shortage on the line is reported differently from 
different sections; but the shortage is general throughout the 
country, and especially is this true on small sizes and quality. 

Michigan and Wisconsin got mostly 3s and 4s, .and were 
very hard. The demand seems to be mostly for the cheaper 
grades. 

Peaches are in good demand, and Baltimore canners are 
steadily advancing their prices, this week orders were turned 
down for No. 3 second yellows at $1.00. The demand for this 
class of goods is very heavy, and as Michigan's crop is way 
short, it throws the demand on Southern and Baltimore packers. 

The Maryland crop looked like it would be very heavy, but 
it stopped off rather abruptly, and the high prices asked by 
Western Maryland growers, forced canners to cease packing. 

Pears and Apples will be gocd holdings this year. The 
Apple situation is especially strong. Michigan canners report 
a very short crop, and consequently high prices for raw stock. 

There is no reason why apples won't be worth 25c. more 
per dozen for No. 10 than at present, inside of the next six 
weeks. 

Sweet Potatoes are gaining in popular favor every year, and 
all indications point to a heavy pack this season, but there will 
not be a surplus,-as the increase is only due to the increased 
demand. 

Cove oysters will soon occupy the attention of the Baltimore 
canners, and the Chesapeake Bay is getting back its own, 
thanks to the enforcement of the Cull law. A large catch is 
looked for, and we understand that one of the largest Canning 
Corporations in the South has made arrangements to pack cove 
oysters here this season. 

If the Stamping law was reinacted it would do much towards 
placing oysters in their old position. Packing light weights is 
the bane of the oyster business. The consumer thinks when he 
buys a can of oysters he is getting acan of oysters, not brine. 
Fill the cans with oysters and charge a fair price for them, and 
the business will be a paying one, and the demand wonderfully 
stimulated. 


Indianapolis (Ind.) Market. 
(Special Correspondence to ‘‘The Trade °’) 
OCTOBER 4, IgI0. 
Gentlemen:—It must be that evervone connected with the 
packing of tomatoes is greatly encouraged by the ideal weather 
‘this week ; in fact, they have ripened quicker this week than 
during the preceding three. However, with very few except- 


ions, the factories having two lines of machinery have only been 
able to operate one. 


The quality this year is manifestly superior, the fruit is 
larger and more solid, thus making it possible for the Indiana

packer to revive the enviable reputation they enjoyed up to 
1908. We have not heard of a single rejection of deliveries 
from Igto pack; on the contrary, we know of Tomatoes packed 
for Standards passing the buyer’s critical inspection as Extra 
Standards. 

We were asked by an Eastern concern if it were true ‘‘that 
Indiana Tomatoes were ripening so fast that the growers could 
not get them to the factory fast enough, and that thousands of 
tons were going to waste.’’ If anyone in this section made 
such a statement, their motive can be easily discerned, for it 
is absolutely false and misleading. We doubt if there will be 
500,000 cases packed in Indiana. 

Only a few have yet been able to protect a full delivery on 
contracts, consequently the market is 85c. strong with very little 
willingness among the packers to accept this price. 

Corn continues in good demand from Indifna and Ohio at 
72%%c. factory. 

Large varieties of Pumpkin and Kraut are being booked at 
55c. and 57%c., respectively. 

Peas in Indiana and Ohio are practically all in Jobber’s 
hands. E. L. SANrorp ComMPANy.

Thought Better of It.—Second thought is proverbially 
the best and the salmon packers of Red Alaska salmon have 
“loosened up’’ a little, and one or two have concluded to make 
a better delivery than 50 per cent. One selling agent has 
delivered of some packs 70 per cent., while it is rumored that 
the Alaska Packers’ Association may emulate that worthy 
example, but such action is hardly comprehensible to the aver- 
age buyer’s mind who has ever gone up against that organiza- 
tion in time of need. 

Salmon in Sanitary Cans.—I have received by express 
from George W. Sanborn, of Astoria, Ore., samples of % flats, 
No. 1 flat and No. 1 tall of his 1910 pack ‘‘S. S.’’ Brand 
Columbia River salmon packed in sanitary cans, and the quality 
of the contents proves conclusively that the flavor, the oil, the 
color and the natural richness of this fine food product has not 
been preserved perfectly in cans until now. 

For a long time packers have held that the sanitary can 
was not strong enough to stand the amount of heat essential to 
the sterilization of salmon, and did so despite the fact that the 
sanitary can had been used by meat packers for years. 

I have held these samples of salmon for thirty days and 
have set them in the sun, kept them near a stove and have sub- 
jected them to quick changes of temperature without affecting 
the reliability of the cans. I predict that the salmon canners of 
the Pacific Coast will all follow in the footsteps of the fruit can- 
ners of that region who have now about all adopted the sanitary

can, and the improvement of quality will certainly be most 
decided and assured. 

There is no little piece of tin under the vent in the can as 
there is in the soldered cans, and no pieces of solder rattling 
around inside the cans. There is no water in the cans, as all 
the space not occupied by the meat of the salmon is filled with 
rich, red nutty-flavored oil. 

I have no doubt that other packers of salmon used the sani- 
tary cans this season, but George W. Sanborn is the only one 
who has submitted samples to me or whose goods I have seen in 
sanitary cans. 


Canned Corn.—Some of the Illinois and Indiana packers 


of corn are reinforcing their pack strongly this year with 


the hose. 

I have seen some very sloppy goods this season. 

On the other hand I have seen some very fine canned corn 
from both these States of the 1910 pack. : 

The market is to an extent nominal, as packers are not 
offering freely or at all, and the jobbers are ‘‘sitting tight’ 
until they see what delivery is going to be made. 

Hohenadel, of Jonesville, Wis., and who packs at several 
northern Illinois points, is delivering 70 per cent. on canned 
corn contracts. 

Canned Tomatoes.—New goods arriving from Maryland 
are opening up a better fill and quality than last year’s pack. 
Guess THE TRADE has brought about an appreciation of the 
fact that it is essential to shut off the hose and put tomatoes in 
the can. 

Indiana packers are making no efforts to sell and seem to 
be giving their almost undivided attention to getting up enough 
goods to fill their contracts. 

Chicago jobbers, as is usually the case, are not getting the 
market advance on tomatoes, but are selling to the retail trade 
for 85c. for full standard eastern pack, and will probably con- 
tinue to do so as long as the market stands where it is now, and 
their supply bought at 65c. and 70>. for standard 3s East lasts. 
It is not good business, but the competition in this fourth sized 
city of the world is always of the fiercest variety. No. 10 
tomatoes are quiet. Canners have got the price proportionately 
higher than that of the smaller cans, and that situation always 
stops business to a certain extent. 

Canned Pears.—It is said that the crop of Kiefer pears in 
Michigan are a failure, andthe few packers who are making 
any prices at all are about 40 percent. higher in their views 
than last year, consequently Baltimore packers have the call on

cheaper grades of canned pears this year, and are selling to this 
market quite freely. 


Canned Apples.—I have seen some samples of Arkansas 
canned apples wnich are better than they used to can down 
there, but which are not yet good enough to compete with the 
best Michigan and New York packs. Guess they haven’t the 
Baldwins, Spies and Greenings to work with. You cannot 
make a good pie baker’s apple out of the soft porous fruit gen- 
erally found in the southern States. 


Fancy Tomatoes.—Packers of hand packed, red ripe 
whole tomatoes in sanitary cans are having some trouble in fill- 
ing their contracts this season in the northern States, and the 
price of that kind of quality has advanced to $1.05 factory, and 
is hard to find even at that price. If eastern tomato packers 
were more generally equipped to furnish such goods in sanitary 
cans, hand packed and red ripe, they would not have to sell so 
many standard tomatoes at low prices and without a profit, for 
the demand for fine tomatoes to be retailed at 15c. the can is 
growing rapidly and the supply is nearly always short. The 
sanitary can seems to be a prerequisite, however, on this grade 
of tomatoes, as retailers like for them to run partly whole in 
the can, and it is hard to have them do so when you have to 
shove them through a cap whole in the old style can. 

Michigan Peaches.—The price made by canners on Michi- 
gan canned peaches has been a little discouraging to buyers so 
far, and quite a few orders are going East to Maryland for fruit 
to be sold at lower prices than the California grades. 

New Salmon Aprriving.—I have cut samples this week of 
the 1910 pack of sockeye salmon packed by the Pacific Ameri- 
can Fisheries at Bellingham, and it is of superb quality. 
Nothing better could be expected or asked. I have also seen 
samples of Red Alaska salmon of the Southeastern Alaska pack, 
and it opens up about as good as any I have ever seen, and I 
have seen a sample of every pack that has ever been put in a can 
since President U. S Grant signed the Alaskan purchase treaty. 
By the way, that was a good purchase; wasn’t it ? 

American Sardines.—Shipments of domestic sardines are 
now in transit from the East, all styles. Quarter oil, with and 
without keys, and in cartons, and mustard sardines, all sizes, 
with and without key. 

Prices are as stated in Tur TRADE of last week, at which 
nearly all contracts were closed. 

No sardides are being offered yet, however, by packers at 
any price, as they are waiting until they catch up with their 
contracts Information from the canners is very scarce.

NEW YORK MARKET. 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. 
Changes and Outlook. 


NEw York, October 5, rg1o. 

The Market.—Perhaps the situation can best be described 
by the word, waiting. Buyers are not anxious to take any more 
goods than they are ac ually obliged to take. While sellers are 
conservative about making offerings. Under these conditions 
movement is necessarily limited to actual requirements. This 
is not saying, however, that trade will not improve in the near 
future. Indeed, it is a fact that most retailers are carrying 
light stocks and will be compelled to buy to satisfy the ordinary 
requirements of their trade. Holders have discovered that the 
output of substantially all leading varieties has been curtailed 
for one reason or another, and that prices must go considerably 
higher in consequence. In fact, the upward trend of prices kas 
already begun, as was pointed out last week, and business has 
shown the effects of the situation already. It seems quite cer- 
tain that higher prices will ultimately prevail upon all the lead- 
ing vegetables, at least, and probably upon other varieties of 
goods. 

Tomatoes.—The market is firm at about the same level as 
last week, viz: 82%c. for full standard Maryland 3s. There 
are holders who ask 85c., and probably stock can be bought for 
8oc., but 823%4c. is not far from the figure which holders expect 
to obtain, or are willing to accept. No. 2s are held at 57%%c. to 
6oc., though the inside figures would probably arouse considera- 
ble suspicion in the minds of buyers, if the offering were free. 
No. 10s are up to $1.75 inside, and as much more as the holder 
can obtain. New Jersey 3s are quoted at $1.00, and are diffi- 


cult to obtain at that money. The packing season is over and 
none of the packing States have put up near the average quan- 
tity, and the principal States are seriously lacking in supplies. 
Few old pack are available, consequently one is somewhat puz- 
zled to determine what is going to happen in the market. 
Apparently no doubt exists regarding the coming advance in 
prices, and buyers are endeavoring wherever possible to obtain 
goods as low as they can, because they understand full well the 
risk they run in waiting. 

Corn.—Prices are advancing on all varieties. Eastern 
packers have been obliged to buy heavily in the West to cover 
their contracts, and that has caused an advance in western corn, 
which is now up to around 80c. Southern corn is scarce, and 
prices range about as quoted. Maine stock is hard to get below 
regular quotations, and these bid fair to advance shortly. ‘The 
situation is complicated by present uncertainty regarding the 
pack and strengthened by the fact that there are no supplies of 


_ old corn upon which to draw to satisfy the requirements of 


buyers. The season is over everywhere, and the outlook indi- 
cates no change from present conditions; at least, not for the 
present. 

Peas.—The situatiou has not changed materially. Condi- 
tions favor the holder rather than otherwise, though it must be 
admitted that movement is somewhat quiet. Buyers are taking 
only small lots, and in most instances try to force down prices. 
It is pointed out by some that the market is in a somewhat un- 
certain condition, largely because of the difficulty in obtaining 
sufficient quantities of the grades wanted and the prices pur- 
chasers are disposed to pay. Among some there is an impres- 
sion that the supply of desirable grades is short of the require- 
ments and they are quietly picking up all the lots they can 
secure at relatively low prices. They expect material advances 
in the near future. 

Asparagus.—The reduction in the supplies of fresh vege- 
tables has had the effect of increasing the demand for asparagus.

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Holders are not asking high prices, chiefly because the supply 
is moderately large and they prefer to sell their goods at a rea- 
sonable profit rather than to hold for higher prices and not sell 
at all. With demand increasing it looks like a good movement 
in this article. The California pack was large and of excellent 
quality. 

Fruits.—Business has picked up a bit during the past 
week or two, and the situation looks some better in some lines. 
The fact remains, however, that trade is quiet. Inquiries are 
increasing and possibly in the near future these will lead to 
sales; but aside from this conditions remain substantially as they 
have been for years. 

Salmon.—Demand exceeds the supply and prices rule high 


and stiff. Recent reports from the Coast seem to indicate that. 


the pack of some of the lower grades has been heavier than esti- 
mates indicated, and this has had a tendency to ease up on the 
situation a bit. But all the better grades are scarce and prices 
are high, and sales are made in small lots only. Columbia 
River is scarce and high and conditions indicate no possible 
change. Sockeye is subject to the same general conditions. 
Red Alaska will be more plentiful than was expected when the 
original estimates of the pack were made, but even though this 
is true the supply will be insufficient to satisfy the demand. 
Packers will deliver only a portion of their contracts. 

Sardines.—Conditions do not change much. The pack is 
light, and there is little hope of sufficient goods in the future to 
make up for the small quantity in the past. Packers refuse to 
sell excepting at light prices, and the market remains substan- 
tially as it has been. Upto $2.80 is asked for quarter-oils in 
keyless cans. 

Oysters.—Buying has increased somewhat, and sales are 
made at full outside figures. Inquiries are more numerous, but 
not all of them result in actual business. The fact that New 
Iingland oysters have been comdemned has a tendency to 
increase demand for the Southern varieties. Hupson. 


California ‘Market. 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


SAN FRANCISCO, CAL., October 1, 1910. 

Tomatoes a Light Crop.—A few small canneries in the 
San Joaquin Valley are still operating on peaches, but the pack 
of that fruit will be about wound up during the present week, 
and but little will then remain to keep plants busy except toma- 
toes. The bulk of the tomato crop is raised along the Coast 
and in Southern California, and but few of the San Joaquin 
Valley plants have ever attempted to operate on this article. 
In Southern California weather conditions remain satisfactory 
for the tomato crop, and quite a large pack is being put up. 
However, this is not as large as it should be, in comparison with 
the size of the crop, for fresh tomatoes are being shipped to the 
mountain States of the West in car-load lots, greatly reducing 
the available supply. In the vicinity of San Francisco Bay, 
where the largest acreage is to be found, growing conditions are 
in an unsatisfactory shape, and the crop is ripening in an un- 
even manner. The summer has been a cold one, retarding the 
growth of the vines, and to secure even a normal pack the sea- 
son must be a very long one. Since the middle of the month, 
when there was a light shower, cloudy weather has prevailed, 
and at the present writing there are indications of rain again. 
The situation is such that packers and jobbers have sold all the 
goods they care to, and probably considerably more than they 
can deliver, and the wholesale grocer is now the only one in a 
position to be doing business. The strength of the situation 
may be judged from the fact that wholesalers are asking for the 
immediate delivery of goods, indicating that the pack of last

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year, in addition to the big carry-over, has gone into consump- 
tion, and that even the retail trade is in urgent need of goods. 
The unfavorable packing weather is bringing about a shortage 
of sold pack goods, anda rain at this particular time would 
mean that light deliveries of this grade woulda be made. 

Asparagus.—Packers have been pleased to note an increase 
in the demand for canned asparagus during the past week, 
especially for Mammoth Green, both peeled and unpeeled. 
This is taken as an indication that the wholesale trade has dis- 
posed of its holdings of Mammoth White, and is ready to push 
the only other grade of Mammoth size grass remaining. Pack- 
ers, as a rule, have fair sized stocks of Mammoth Green aspara- 
gus, and those putting up goods of known quality are now get- 
ting the orders. There is some Green asparagus now being 
offered that lacks but little of being white, and should be fully 
as acceptable toconsumers. The writer saw one fine lot recently 
that showed practically no green, the only coloring being a 
trace of purple, and an unscrupulous packer would have been 
tempted to send this out as white. This lot was put up by the 
Central California Canneries, but other firms are showing simi- 
lar goods. Naturally thos? who order these goods the earliest 
will get the pick of the pack. As fresh asparagus is out of the 
market by about the first of July in this State, there has been 
quite a local demand for the canned article sprung up. Even 
in California where such large quantities are raised many con- 
sumers prefer to purchase the canned article, claiming that 
canned asparagus is better than the average lot purchased in 
the market and prepared at home. 


Peas. —Quite a run has been experienced of late by whole- 
salers on canned peas, and great difficulty is being met with in 
filling orders for the fancy eastern grades. There are still some 
large lots of California peas that can be secured, but stocks of 
the eastern article are difficult to obtain. Standard peas are 
also in demand, this being the one grade in which no California 
stock can be secured, 


Specialties.—Some attention is being paid to the packing 
of specialties in the vegetable line by a few firms, and at the 
present time squash, sweet potatoes, bell peppers, etc., are being 
put up. However, but few firms have paid any attention to 
such lines as these and the output is light. Even apples do not 
receive a great deal of attention here, although large crops are 
raised. Some grapes have been packed this season, but the 
California Fruit Canners’ Association is about the only firm 
paying any attention to this line. 

Fruits.—The call for an early delivery of canned fruits has 
become very insistent, and packers are rushing work on labeling 
and boxing. Large quantities are now arriving at San Fran- 
cisco to go forth by the water route, and rail shipments will be 
curtailed as much as possible. Some very heavy shipments will 
leave this port early in October and would have been sent out 
sooner had the fruit been available at the docks. 

Salmon.—The canned salmon market is in a very strong 
condition here, and wholesalers have widely differing ideas of 
values. Some are offering Alaska reds at $1.60, while others 
are holding out for $1.75, and still others are waiting tor even 
higher rates. Pinks are selling strongly at $1.00 and chums at 
g5c., with these lower grades receiving the greatest amount of 
attention ever accorded them. 

Salmon Vessels Arrive.—During the past week several 
vessels of the salmon carrying fleet have arrived at this port 
with the season’s catch, and the docks reserved for the use of 
the packing firms have presented lively scenes. Among the 
vessels which have arrived are the Paramita, Bristol Bay Can- 
ning Co., with 17,000 cases; bark P. B. Cheney, Naknek Pack- 
ing Co., 18,170 cases; ship Oriental, North Alaska Salmon Co., 
28,898 cases; bark George Curtis, Bristol Bay Canning Co., 
37,500 cases; ship McLaurin, to the wholesale grocer, L. A. 
Peterson, 14,517 cases; ship Sintram, Nakuek Packing Co., 
3t,200 cases, The following vessels arrived with cargoes for

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the Alaska Packers’ Association; ship Llewellyn J. Morse, 
24,000 cases; bark Star of Peru, 22,000 cases; ship Star of 
France, 61,710 cases; ship Tacoma, 45,000 cases; ship Chas. E. 
Moody, 41,000 cases, and ship Star of Alaska, 61,120 cases. 
The home coming of these vessels was not without an element 
of excitement or danger, something that is scarcely ever lacking 
in a salmon canning seas»n, and when near home two of these 
salmon carrying vessels were almost wrecked with great crowds 
of workers aboard. While outside the Heads, off the Golden 
Gate, in a dense fog the Tacoma was rammed by the steamer 
Isthmian, and only by the rarest good fortune was saved fron 
going to the bottom. There were aboard at the time three hun- 
dred and twenty-six men in addition to the crew. About the 
same time the ship McLauren, with one hundred and twenty 
men aboard, in addition to the crew, was run into by a large 


steamer and so badly damaged that she had to be towed 
into port. 


Along the Coast.—The ship Benj. F. Packard, of the 
Northwestern Fisheries Co., has reached Seattle with a cargo of 
60,000 cases of salmon an! the cannery crew. The weather at 
Chignik is reported to have been very stormy all summer, except 
late in August, and this resulted in a lighter catch than would 
otherwise have been the case. The Astoria Fisheries Co. estab- 
lished a new plant this season at Chignik and 14,000 cases were 


put up there, che pack being brought down by the ship 
J. B. Howes. 


August shipments of canned salmon from San Francisco 


by sea were larger this season than in several years past, being . 


8,995 cases as compared with 1,937 cases in August, 1909. 
During this month shipments of other canned goods totalled 
124,500 cases as compared with 68,219 cases in August, 1909; 
168,098 in 1908, 44,703 in 1907, 24,373 in 1906, 120,355 in 1905, 
131,544 in 1904, and 209,423 in 1903.

A Masquerader Unmasked. 


OFFICE OF THE BUREAU OF PUBLICITY, 
Belair, Md., Sept. 20, 1910. 
To THE EDITOR : 
The Bureau of Publicity has been called on from time to 
time to answer publications made by one H. L. Harris, on the 
subject of ptomaine poison. We learn from reliable sources 
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that this party is in the employ of a company manufacturing 
preservatives, and it seems to be his purpose to keep before the 
minds of the public the large number of ptomaine poison cases 
which have occurred since the passage of the Pure Food Law. 
Linked with these reflections, calculated to prejudice canned 
foods in the minds of the consumers We have made inquiry 
regarding Mr. Harris, and we publish the following clippings. 
Journal of American Medical Association. 

As an example of the opposition which the chief chemist has met, a 
self-styled ‘‘food expert,’’ who sometimes signs himself H. H. Langdon 
and sometimes H. L. Harris, and who has done the press agent work of 
the Pacific Coast Borax Co., has attempted for years to villify and belittle 
both Dr. Wiley and the work of this Department. There is no doubt that 
as soon as the matter can be prepared such discredited journals and papers 
as will accept his ‘‘reports’’ will publish Langdon’s highly colored ‘‘origi- 
nal articles’? based on false interpretations of the findings of the Referee 
Board, 

Journal of Commerce and Commercial Bulletin. 

This man Harris has long been in the office of the Pacific Coast Borax 
Co., in William St., while he has posed as a food expert under the name 
of H. H. Langdon, with an address in an up-town street. As a writer and 
speaker pretending to scientific knowledge and independent judgment he 
appears before the public as ‘‘Langdon,’’ and we have, in times past, 
received many communications from him in that disguise, some of which 
were printed before his real character was discovered. As Harris, which 
we understand to be his real name, he serves the Pacific Coast corporation 


that monopolizes the borax supply, and is concerned in its utmost use asa 
‘*preservative,’’ and haunts committee rooms and lobbies where legislation 
is pending that may affect the interests that support him. In Washington 
he has labored in both characters, appearing in one before the public and 
in the other behind the scenes. 


Our attention was called by Mr. W. Defendorf, of the 
Morton Canning Co., to a recent publication signed by 
Mr. Harris, which appeared in the Orleans American and 
Weekly News, New York.

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cases have increased since the enforcement of the Pure Food Law. 
According to press dispatches there have been in the United States since 
the enforcement of the law 19,608 cases of ptomaine yoiscning, 477 of 
which were fatal. Prior tothe enactment of the Pure Food Law, borax 
and b»oron compounds were used on meat, fish, fowl, sausage, oysters, etc., 
consequently such food, which rapidly becomes contaminated, was kept in 
a hygeni: healthful condition. 

The Pure Food Law compels truthful labels on all articles, packages 


or containers of food. A truthful label, however, upon meat, fish, fowl,. 


sausage, oysters, etc , will not prevent them from spoiling, so that condi- 
tions are favorable for the provo0gation of poisonous germs. Thus, while 
the Pure Food Law compels truthful labels, it does not on account of pro- 
hibiting preservatives, insure that food will reach the consumer in a pure 
and healthful condition. Neither does the label prevent perishable articles 
of food from deteriorating when in the consumer’s hands, so as to become 
a menace to health and life. 

The authorities should realize the above facts and amend the laws so 
as to permit the use of modern, non-injurious preservatives on all articles 
of food that favor the propogation of poisonous germs.

In answer to the above we immediately addressed the fol- 
lowing letter to the editor of the Orleans American: 

Dear Sir:—My attention has just been called to an article in your 
issue of July 21st, signed by H. L. Harris, on the subject of ptomaine 
poison and the use of preservatives as a prevenitive thereto. 

I beg to say that the canned goods incustry, 0’ which our Association 
is a representative, does not in any way favor or countenance the use of 
preservatives in the prepara ion of canned products, because all that is 
needed to keep fruit and vegetables is a complete sterilization of the con- 
tents of the can of food after the same has been sealed so as to exclude 
outside air. The intense heat destroys germs of all kinds and renders the 
contents of the can impervious to outside conditions until the same has 
been opened and it furnishes a nutritious, healthful food at a very mod- 
erate cost. 

The party wh» wrote you this letter is, we understand, representing a 
company which is interested in the manufacture of preservatives, which, 
as you know, are not countenanced by the Pure Food Law. It is true that 
a referee board has decided that benzoate of soda is not harmful, if used in 
limited quantities, but even this position is very strongly questioned by 
many eminent chemists. 


However, we beg to reiter ite that the canner has no use for preserva- 
tives of any kind, because they are not necessary in the preparation of his 
product, and it is unfair for newspaper writers or others to attempt to 
cause an insinuation which may produce distrust in the minds of the con- 
suming public.

The Good Work of the Bureau Continues. 


OFFICE OF BUREAU OF PUBLICITY,

To THE EDITOR : 

The attention of the Bureau of Publicity was recently 
called by Mr. W. C. Leitsch, president of the Wisconsin Can- 
ners’ Association, to the following article which appeared in the 
Evening Wisconsin, published in Milwaukee. The ar icle 
reads: 

The Prevalence of Ptomaine Poisoning. 

Arthur B. Powell, of Montclair, New Jersey, a member of the gradu- 
ating class of Williams College. died yesterday frcm ptomaine poisoning 
contracted at the alumni dinner a week before. Seventy-five others in at- 
tendance at the alumni dinner were made seriously ill. A similar case of 
wholesale poisoning by ptomaines took place at Houston, Texas, a few 
days ago. A correspondent signing himself H. L. Harris writes to the 
New York Tribune suggesting that the frequency of cases of ptomaine 
poisoning since the enactment of the new pure food law is ground f..r 
alarm, He asserts that in this brief space of time the number of cases has * 
amounted to 19g 188 and the number of deaths to 763. He lays this to the 
absence of preservaties in the food, and argues as follows : 

‘‘The Pure Food Law compels truthful labels on all articles, packages 
or containers of feod. A truthful label, however, upon meat, fish, fow], 
sausage, oysters, etc , will not prevent them from spoiling, so that condi- 
tions are favorable for the propogation of poisonous germs. Thus, while 
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the pure food law compels truthful labels, it does not, on account of pro- 
hibiting preservatives insure that food will reach the consumer in a puie, 
healthful condition ; neither does the label prevent perishable articles of 
food from deteriorating, when in the consumers’ hands, so as to become a 
menace to health and life The authorities should realize the above facts 
and amend the laws so as to permit the use of modern non-injurious pre- 
servatives on all articles of food that favor the propogation of poisonous 
germs 

There are those who believe with Dr. Wiley, that borax ard boron 
compounds are unhealthy, The difference of opinion is one that should 
be settled without delay, and if the Tribune’s correspondent is right his 
advice should be followed. 

We immediately addressed the following letter to the edi- 
tor of the Evening Wisconsin, 

A short time ago the attention of the Bureau of Publicity was called 
to an editorial in your paper entitled ‘‘The Prevalence of Ptomaine 
Poisoning.”’ 

The basis of your editorial is an article written by one H. L, Harris to 
the New York Tribune. You will pardon us for calling your attention to 
this editorial, but we desire to set your paper right as to who this 
H. L. Harris is. 

Our Bureau of Publicity fora time was annoyed by his attempts to 
answer any articles which we issued to the press until we were compelled 
to indicate to him that we wished this annoyance to stop. We learn that 
he is in the employ of the Pacific Coast Borax Co., and for years has been 
attempting to belittle the work of the Bureau of Chemistry in Washington. 

We enclose herewith copy of an article taken from the Journal of the 
American Medical Association, February 13, 1909, also from the Journal of 
Commerce and Commercial Bulletin of January 20, 1909. 

If you desire any further information you can obtain the same by 
writing to Dr. Wiley, Chief Bureau of Chemistry.

We beg to say that not receiving any reply to the letter 
addressed to the editor of the Evening Wisconsin, we again 
wrote, calling his attention to the same. He informed us that 
our original cummunication had gone astray, and that if we 
would duplicate the correspondence he would make the correc- 
tion at once. The issue of the Evening Wisconsin of Septem- 
ber 15th has the following article : 


On the 2nd of last July, in an article on ‘‘The Prevelance of Ptc maine 
Poisoning,’’ the Evening Wisconsin quoted a communication signed ‘'H. 
lL. Harris,’’ which had appeared inthe New York Tribune, and which 
sought to lay responsibility at the door of the pure food law and to con- 
demn the practice of putting up canned gocds without chemical preserva- 
tives. The Evening Wisconsin referred to popular confidence in Dr. 
Wiley whose experiments had demonstrated evil results from the common 
use of chemical preservatives and suggested that if there were grounds for 
dispute between authorities on the subject, all doubt should be quickly 
cleared up in the interest of the public. It now appears that the Tribune's 
communication was the product of a correspondent who scmetimes signs 
himself ‘‘H. H. Langdon” and who is an employee and press egent of the 
Pacific Coast Borax Company. It is unlikely that confidence in anything 
Doctor Wiley may say on the subject of deleterious preservatives will ke 
shaken by the protests of employees of those who make them, The Amer- 
ican people want and havea right to demand, pure focd. 

We desire to call attention to the fact that this editorial was 
published in a conspicious place in the paper and we feel that 
the Association has been fully vindicated. Weare now taking 
the matter up with the New York Tribune, where the article 
originated.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


The question of what number shall be used to designate a 
gallon can, or what has been called by the trade a gallon can, 
should be taken up and a general understanding as to whether 
they be called No. 10 or No. 8, should be decided upon. 

The number of prosecutions under the National food law 
for misbranding as to weight, clearly shows that a uniform rule 
should be adopted by all parties throughout the country. 
While we do not recall any case of prosecution on gallons, there 
has been a great many on one pounds, two pounds and three 
pounds, the government claiming that the cans did not contain 
the weight stated. Therefore, the canners, buyers and brokers 
now call these sizes by numbers, viz: No.1, No. 2, No. 2%, 
and No. 3, but some parties and some sections designate the 
commonly called gallon can as No. ro and No. 8. This is not 
right, this size should be called either No. 10 or No. 8, and now 
is the time to come to an understanding. 

The National Canners’ Association passed a resolution dur- 
ing the Convention of this year, calling for the gathering of 
statistics as to sizes, instead of reducing all sizes to No. 3s. 
In stating the sizes, No. 2, No. 3 and No. ro are given, thus 
officially designating the formerly termed gallon can as No. 10, 
and the Indiana, Ohio, Tri-State and Iowa Associations, in their 
standards for tomatoes, also call this size No. 10, so that prac- 
tically all sections of the country East of the Rockies have 
adopted No. 10 as the term for gallon cans. The Pacific Coast 


is using No. 8 as its term, and by this use is causing confusion. 
Parties have asked us which is correct, and we have auswered 


No. 10, as the generally used designation. The California 
Canners’ League should take this matter up at its next annual 
meeting in January and either adopt No. 10 as the term or 
induce the balance of the country to adopt No. 8. As the mat- 
ter now stands about 95 per cent. of the canners of the country 
use the term No. 10. 


Secretary Gorrell of the National Association informs us 
that they are about to send out requests for statistics on the 
pack of both Corn and Tomatoes, under date of October 8th. 

As per the sense of the Convention of February last, Can- 
ners are asked to send in their pack of tomatoes as to sizes of 
cans, No. 2, 24 cans to the case ; No. 3, 24 cans to the case; No. 
10, 12 cans to the case, and odd sizes as to cans per case. Report 
the number of cases of each size you have packed; do not bunch 
the total pack of different sizes together, and report that you 
packed so many cases of tomatoes based on No. 3 size, but 
report the exact number of cases of each size. This will facili- 
tate the work of our hard-worked Secretary, and will expedite 
the compiling of the statistics, and allow them to be used early. 

These figures of the pack are of vital importance to all can- 
ners, and to be of the greatest value they should be promptly 
issued after the close of the packing season. This applies to 
Corn as well as tomatoes, and we trust all Canners, whether 
they be members of the Association or not, whether they be 
large or small, will fill out these blanks on receipt of same, and 
send them to Secretary Gorrell, Bel Air, Md., at once. 


The copy of letters being sent vut by Secretary Gorrell, to 
the State Associations in respect to the next Annual Convention 
to be held in Milwaukee, will be of interest to all connected 
with the Canning Industry, and we publish same below: 


SEPTEMBER 22, 
My DkaR Sir :—Ata recent meeting of the programme committee 
it was resolved to make the next meeting of the National Association to be 
held in Milwaukee, week of February 6th, a convention of hard work. 

It is intended to devote the week to addresses on practical subjects, 
and we hope that everyone in attendance will feel that the time has been 
well spent in getting information which will help him to better conduct 
his business in 

We are exceedingly anxious to have canners to help in getting up our 
programme and therefore ask that you lay the contents of this letter before 
your members at an early date. We presume that you will not have a 
meeting for some time and would thank you to call attention to the con- 
vention in the next circular letter you send out. 

By the time of the next meeting they will have an opportunity to 
think of some suggestions, which will help the attractiveness and effect- 
iveness of our programme, 

Will you please try to get each of your members to feel that this ap- 
peal is direct to them coming through you as the head of your organiza- 
tion. 

If not asking too much we will be glad to have you assign this a place 
at your regular meeting and say further that suggestions can be made, and 
will be gladly received up to December 20, IgIT.

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Lacquering All Cans. 


OF THE TRADE. 


It is only necessary to take up the reports coming in from 
all directions of late regarding the condition of a large propor- 
tion of the canned goods that were carried over in warehouses 
last winter, to emphasize the position held by various contribu- 
ters to your valuable paper as to the necessity of outside lacquer- 
ing as a means of saving these goods from the enormous result- 
ant losses caused by rust. We will give some quotations here 
bearing on this matter. ‘*Wrangler,’’ in his regular weekly 
report to Tuk TRADE of August 12th, says:— 

‘‘Goods arriving from the East are all showing evidences of 
bad storage and poor quality of tin plate, both from rust outside 
and corrosion inside the cans.’’ And again on August roth: 
‘Last week I stated that there was a sale of Indiana standard 
tomatoes at 72%4c. There was, but I found out afterwards from 
reports that the goods were badly rusted and also saw a sample 
of them which confirmed the report.’’ 


The weekly market review of this paper under date of 
August 12th, says:—‘‘Spot tomatoes are pretty well cleaned up, 
and buyers are forced to accept some goods that have been 
lacquered, because of poor storage facilities during the winter, 
and other tins are reported to be rusted and dirty. These goods 
are bringing from 65c. to 7oc. according to condition. The 
goods stored in dry warehouses, especially Philadelphia, show 
much better condition; and in fact these rusty tins come froim 
those packers who store their goods in country sheds with leaky 
roofs and no heat. The lacquering of the cans as soon as packed 
and stored in the proper warehouses would make a difference of 
5c. to 734c. in the price of these goods at thistime. Goods that 
have been lacquered after the rust appeared do not make the 
same appearance as those lacquered as soon as packed.”’ 


Make Shipments in Half 


‘*Hudson,’’ in his weekly market report, writing from New 
York on August roth in THE TRADE says, ‘‘A good many ware- 
house rusted cans are offered, and these are causing a reduction 
in the demand and holding back prices.’’ And again under 
date of August 17th, about tomatoes: ‘‘The prices range from 
65c. to 72%c., the latter figure asked for full standard 3s in cans 
which show no indications of rust or other disfigurement. The 
rusty and other cans that give indications of having been held 
in storage are sold at about what buyers are willing to pay.’’ 

These statements coming from widely scattered and inde- 
pendent sources show a rather deplorable condition existing in 
a large part of the hold-over pack. It affects not only the hold- 
ers of these damaged goods, but those of goods that are in good 
condition as well, for as a natural consequence, buyers are afraid 
of the competition caused by a large bulk of these deteriorated 
goods being thrown on the market for what they will bring, 
thus making it difficult to maintain prices at any satisfactory 
level. It will be seen that a difference of from 5c. to 7%c. per 
dozen exists as between these damaged goods and those in first- 
class condition, which, considering the close margin on which 
these goods are packed, means that the profits of a good many 
canners have suffered a serious set back. 

Now it is not possible for all the carry-over pack of canned 
goods to be stored in city warehouses, and it would not be an 
e2onomical proposition even if feasible, for very obvious reasons. 
If a canneryman can carry his hold-over in his own warehouse 
without its being damaged he can do it more cheaply than by 
paying storage and other charges in the city. Buta great many 
canners are not provided with frost-proof warehouses, without 
which their cans will surely rust in the alternate freeze and 
thaw of winter, unless they are protected against it in some 
way. Even with frost-proof storage cans will rust if not excep- 
tionally clean and dry when stored, for ordinary tin plate will 
hardly stand any exposure.

Canning Compounds. 


[20,v00 circulars, containing the following information, have been 
distributed. ] 

This office is required under the provisions of the canning 
factory law to give information to canpners of vegetables and 
fruits. I, therefore, deem it my duty to inform and warn the 
public against the u:e of so-called ‘‘Canning Compounds.’’ 
There are such compounds on the market, advertised and used 
in preserving fruits and vegetables, and as they are composed of 
97 per cent. boric acid, they are very harmful. Their use in 
any kind of food should not be permitted. It is against the law 
to use these compounds, or, any other chemical preservatives, 
and persons will be prosecuted for the sale of any food articles 
containing such preservatives. Under our laws the sale of these 
‘‘Canning Compounds’’ cannot be prohibited, but the sale of 
the food articles preserved, cannot be legally sold or used in any 
public place, and prosecution will follow by the State Food 
Department when evidence is available. 

We do not know to what extent these compounds are used 
in home canning, but will give a warning on these poisonous 
preservatives. The only proper method is to use pure water, 
cane sugar, pure salt and sterilization by heat. 

In all vegetables and fruits canned at factories, nothing of 
a preservative nature is used except cane sugar, salt, water and 
proper sterilization by heat. The reason that corn and vegeta- 
bles cannot be prepared at home is that the excessive heat re- 
quired cannot be reached in the home kitchen. 

Procure the bulletin on canning factories issued by the 
State Dairy and Food Commissioner. 

All canneries in this State are, by law, under the inspection 
of the Dairy and Food Department, so therefore our canned 
vege‘ables and fruits in tinned cans are pure although different 
in quality, but Minnesota goods are found to be of an excellent 
quality.

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Rule on Tin Containers. 

The Department of Agriculture, Washington, published 
the following Pure Food Law decision during the past week, 
relative to salts of tin claimed to be found in canned goods. It 
is self-explanitory : 

" “The attention of the board has been directed to canned 
goods which cantain salts of tin derived from the solvent action 
of the contents of the package upon the coating. Pending 
further investigations on this question all canned goods which 
are prepared prior to January 1 1911, will be permitted to enter 
and pass into interstate commerce without detention or restric- 
tion in so far as their content of tin salts is concerned. All 
foods which are cauned subsequently to January 1, 1911, will be 
permitted importation and interstate commerce if they do not 
contain more than 300 miligrams of tin per kilogram, or salts of 
tin equivalent thereto. When the amount of tin, or an equiva- 
lent amount of salts of tin, is greater than 300 milligrams per 
kilogram, entry of such canned goods packed subsequently to 
January 1, 1911, will be refused, and if found in interstate com. 
merce proper action will be taken. 

‘It is the opinion of the board that the trade will experi- 
ence little hardship in adjusting itself to this condit:on, as the 
results of examinations made by the Bureau of Chemistry of va- 
rious types of canned goods indicate that in a very large major- 
ity of cases inconsiderable quantities of the tin are found, well 
within the limit herein set.’’

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APPLES IN WESTERN MARYLAND 


BY PROF. H. E. VAN DEMAN 


Former Pomologist, Bureau of Plant Industry, U. S.. Dept. of Agriculture.

With the first white settlers who landed on the shores of 
America were brought the fruits they had in their old homes 
across the sea. Chief among these was the apple, which to 
them was like a part of those very old homes. They bad grown 
this fruit, and so had their fathers for generations before them 
from which to make cider chiefly. The old homesteads of Eng- 
land, France, Germany, and to a small] extent those of the 
neighboring countries, had their cellars stored with musty bar- 
rels of the hardest cider, and to keep up a like supply in their 
homes in the New World, was the main reason for planting 
apple orchards here. Little thought was then given to the con- 
sumption of apples in the thousand ways that we now use them, 
and least of all, as a dessert fruit. There were then no juicy 
Jonothans, aromatic Grimes, spicy Spitzenburgs or melting Pri- 
mates. The apples of that day were mostly small, sour and 
forbidding to the taste, except as their juice was expressed and 
allowed to ripen into an alcoholic drink. The art of grafting 
and budding was then but little known and practiced still less. 
For the most part seedlings sufficed, for anything that would 
fill the cider barrels was good enough. 

As the civilization of the American Colonies progressed, 
the apple orchards were extended, and not only in numbers and 
size, but in quality of their fruit. From hard cider the bever- 
ages were changed, in some degree, to the more intensified 
‘‘applejack,’’ an eye-watering brandy, fresh from the neighbor- 
hood stills, until it became an article of export. Apple butter 
got to be as common in the household economy as bacon. This 
required good apples and the seedlings became less and less sat- 
isfying and graf:ing grew apace. The rich, mellow Fall Pippin, 
and its like, was in demand for thickening the boiling cider in 
the great copper kettles, hung over log fires in the making of 
the toothsome apple butter. Dried apples became an equa'ly 


. popular article of diet and invaded the public markets. All this 


called for better apples and more of them. The climate and 
soil of North America seemed to be the long-looked-for paradise 
that the Old World apple had been seeking for centuries, in 
which to flourish and come into its intended supremacy as THE 
FRUIT of the temperate zones. The varieties thought to be 
goud were changed for still better ones, until now we have the 
best in all the wide world. In no other country are there such 
apples found as grow here. And the territory is by no means 
restricted ; for apple orchards flourish from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific. Anyone who has given even slight attention to the 
progress of modern apple culture knows that the tide has been 
setting westward for many years. The great apple orchards of 
the central states have surpassed those of the eastern states in 
extent, but not in quality of the fruit; and as the rich valleys of 
the Rocky Mountains were irrigated and set to apple trees, they 
excelled in beauty of their fruit all that had been seen before ; 
and as the sage brush plains and mountain valleys of the Pacific 
Coast were changed to apple orchards by water and work, 
intelligently guided, their apples in turn seem to have surpassed 
everything to the eastward. However that may be, there is no 
doubt that distance to market and determination to excel has 
caused the far western apple growers to send to market the most 
beautiful packages that have ever yet been seen. They have 
set a copy for all the rest of the world in this r.spect. 

But apple growing in the Eastern States is not suffering 
because of western developments. In fact the East is at the 
beginning of a vigorous development of a greater apple industry, 


There are many sections east of the Appalachian chain of moun- 
tains that are equal to the best, all things considered, for grow- 
ing apples commercially. Without saying anything to the dis- 
paragement of other sections, Western Maryland is certainly in 
the forefront, and it is of this region that I wish to write at this 
time. In the course of over forty years of continuous investiga- 
tion of the fruit industry of this country, extending from South- 
ern Florida to Alaska, there are few regions where good apples 
are grown that I have not been privileged to visit ; and in judg- 
ing fruits at many of our large expositions and fruit fairs, I have 
examined apples from about every part of the entire continent 
and from many foreign countries as well. The main questions 
about the growing and marketing of this fruit are about as 
follows: Is the climate and soil adapted to its growth? Are 


' the apples attractive to customers? Are they good in quality? 


Can they be placed in the markets of the world at reasonable 
cost? All of these questions are of the greatest importance, 
and none of them can be lightly considered by anyone who 
attempts their culture in earnest. 

The first of these questions, the requirements of climate and 
soil, can be unhesitatingly answered in the affirmative for West- 
ern Maryland by auyone who has taken the trouble to investi- 
gate. What the apple tree needs for its best development is a 
cool climate, like that of the mountain valleys of northern 
Kurope, where it grew wild ages ago and is found today in all 
its natural crabidness. It is wonderful, almost beyond belief, 
to observe the adaptation of the apple to the many conditions of 
climate and soil. On the cold steppes of Russia there may be 
found orchards bearing apples that are of fair size and passable 
quality. In southern Texas, where the climate is almost tropi- 
cal, and the rich, black soil is as sticky as wax, there are varie 
ties that flourish. In the poor, sandy ‘‘piney woods’’ country, 
both North and South, apple trees grow and bear fruit much 
better than we might expect. The arid, sage brush plains, 
from Montana to New Mexico, when irrigated, produce apples 
by the train-load that command the markets of the world. 
On mountain tops and level plains, among the mightiest forests 
and on treeless prairies, apple orchards grow and bear, and help 
to make happy and prosperous homes. 

Western Maryland lies in the heart of the eastern apple 
belt. Any o>servant traveler can easily see this from the car 
windows at the railroad stations, where noisy boys are selling 
apples that rival those on the fancy fruit stands of the large 
cities. Extending from the foothills to the crest of the Appala- 
chian mountains, the climate is ideal for the production of this 
class of apples. The soil is somewhat variable in character, but 
almost universally good. It is neither sandy nor stiff clay, but 
a loose and friable clay loam that suits the growth of apple trees 
to such an extent that they attain immense size and live to very 
old age. Chance seedlings come up almost anywhere and per- 
sist in holding their own against all opposition but the ax and 
fire. There is no question about the suitability of the soil and 
this has long been known, for there are large commercial orch- 
ards that have been bearing there for many years past, and on 
the Virginia and West Virginia side of the Potomac River as 
well. But somehow there has been almost no attempt at exploi- 
tation by the Western Marylanders of their promological 
resources. There is room for thousands more of the best of 
apple orchards. The cost of establishing an orchard there is 
no greater than elsewhere. A reasonable outlay and a few

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years time will increase its value ten times at a moderate 


estimate. 

As to the appearance and rich quality of the apples grown, 
there is abundant evidence. There is held every year a meet- 
ing of the State Hor icultural Society, at Baltimore, and a fruit 
show is always an interesting accompaniment. Year after year, 
the apples of the Appalachian section of the State are shown to 
the thousands of visitors who come to see them. These apple 
shows, splendid as they are, are not equal to those in Hood 
River, Oregon, or of Yakima or Wenatchee, Washington, 
because the people have not waked up to the reality of their 
opportunities. They do not give the same attention to thorough 
tillage, faithful spraying, and careful grading and packing of 
the fruit. But when they do come to know the priceless value 
of a good name in the market, they will work for it and then 
KEEP IT SACRED, as the western growers do. They have yet to 


learn the value of the bushel box, as contrasted with the barrel, 
no matter how good the apples within may be to look upon or 
how rich the flavor. A few, and but A VERY FEW, have learned 
the a, b, c, of this lesson and are testing their skill at putting 
their apples into market in boxes. Of the different methods of 
packing they know almost nothing, and there is a world of dif- 
ference in the way fruit is placed before the publiceye. West- 
ern Maryland has good apples, beautiful apples, deliciously fla- 
vored apples, but those who market them but lightly appreciate 
their true worth, judging by the way they grade and pack 
them. Some day the apples of the Appalachian Mountains will 
rival those of the Rockies and the Cascades in the markets of 
the world. That day will not come until the growers do the 
same things that are done acrossthe Continent. But THEY WILL 
po 1T when their eyes are opened tothe tullness of the privi- 
leges that lie before them, now mostly unseen. They are living 
in an apple paradise and do not know it. Others will step in 


front of the most of them and inherit the blessings, by dint of 
mere good sense. 

The markets of the world lie at the foot of their mountain 
peaks. Not only are the cities of the eastern and central States 
within less than a day’s run of an ordinary freight train, but the 
great ports are likewise there, whose thousands of ships reach 
the very ends of the earth. The trade in American apples has 
only begun, both at home and abroad. Our people are learning 
that good apples are of more real value than oranges and other 
similar fruits and they will pay as much or more money for 
them. The foreigners are of the same opinion, and all they ask 
is something good, honestly packed, that is alike from top to 
bottom of the package, and they will pay good money for it and 
call for more. ‘There is no more danger of the upper grades of 
the apple market being overdone than of that for beef, pork, 
wheat, or any other staple article of food. 

As I have traveled over the hills, valleys and mountains of 
Western Maryland and neighboring sections, the peculiar suita- 
bility of that country for making good homes has impressed me 
deeply. It is a good place to live. There is good soil, out of 
which comes about all that we need to live upon. There are 
thousands of springs of living water, pure and cool, fresh from 
the filtration plant that the Creator made Himself and at no cost 
tothe human race. There is timber in abundarice for all ordin- 
ary uses. The scenery is always charming and in some places 
inspiring and magnificent. All that is needed to make more of 


these homes, of which there are many now, and to surround 
them with orchards that shall eurich the owners, is the hand of 
man, intelligently u:ed.
